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little to hear the story. It is stated that the 
independents will form a rival company to 
the American and that all indications point 
to a successful consummation. 

There are reported to be about six or 
seven small plants “on the outside’ who 
prefer complete independence and will not 
be identified with the new consolidation, 
but it is claimed that neither prices nor 
output will be affected by their independent 
attitude. Details of the consolidation will 
be completed as soon as a committee can 
perform the work. 

Among the mills represented at the re- 
cent Indianapolis meeting were the Urbana 
Straw Board Company and the Ohio Straw 
Board Company, of Urbana; Vincennes 
Paper Company, Vincennes, Ind.; Albany 
(Ind.) Paper Company, United States 
Board Paper Company, Carthage, Ind; 
Consumers Paper Company, Muncie, 
Ind.; Paragon Paper Company, Hartford 
City, Ind.; Peoria (Ill.) Straw Board Com- 
pany, West Muncie Straw Board Com- 
pany, Yorktown, Ind. 

The president of the Straw Board Manu- 
facturers” Association, which was only re- 
cently formed for purposes of mutual pro- 
tection, and which, it is stated, is practically 
controlling the reported new consolida- 
tion, is quoted as saying to different people 
who do not live far from Dayton, that the 
new company would be capitalized at sev- 
eral millions, if plans did not go astray. 

On the other hand, some members de- 
nied that a consolidation, further than the 
one comprehended by the Straw Board 
Manufacturers’ Association, was contem- 
plated. A member from one of the mills 
located in the north of the Miami Valley 
stated that the Indianapolis meeting was 
held merely to strengthen the organization. 

It is a, well-known fact that all organi- 
zations of this type need “bracing up” at 
frequent intervals. At least this has been 
the experience of nearly all organizations 
formed by firms in the paper and allied 
trades, 

It is admitted that the question of legisla- 
tion prohibiting the pouring of refuse into 
rivers in Indianapolis occupied consider- 
able time at the meeting, but it is under- 
stood that the mills located in the only 
State which promises to cause trouble in 
this respect were advised to devise ways 
and means to counteract the expected leg- 
islation.

NEW STRAWBOARD COMBINE. 


NOW THE «INDEPENDENTS ” 
WANT CONSOLIDATION. 


Straw Board Manufacturers’ Association 
About to Succumb to the Inevitable 
—New Company to Be Capitalized 
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The prediction made in these columns at 
the time of the organization of the Straw 
Board Manufacturers’ Association to suc- 
ceed the Standard Straw Board Company in 
the control of all the mills not included in 
the American Straw Board Company it 
would seem is about to be fulfilled. 

At a meeting of the Straw Board Man- 
ufacturers’ Association held in Indianap- 
olis, Ind., last week, the report of which 
reached this office too late for publication 
in the last issue of Tue Paper Trape 
JouRNAL, it was decided to form a new 
company upon the lines of the American 
Straw Board Company, to control the prod- 
uct now being manufactured by the va- 
rious mills included in the Straw Board 
Manufacturers’ Association, and-not a part 
of the American Straw Board’ Company. 

President W. H. Birmian, of the Straw 
Board Manufacturers’ Association, has evi- 
dently grown weary of coiitijdipg thé fight 
for better prices upon lines of “integrity 
and good faith” laid down by the associa- 
tion at the beginning of its career. Presi- 
dent Binnian: is‘ himself atthority for the 
statement that the proposed new company 
will own the mills outright, and that it will 
be capitalized up in the millions. 

It is said that it is an wnderstood thing 
that the new company will work hand in 
hand with the American Straw Board 
Company. As an evidence of this under- 
standing it is pointéd out that the stock of 
the American Straw Board Company has 
assumed a buoyancy that is unusual. It 
was -quoted at 34%. Incidentally: prom- 
ises of dividends are again being made. 

To President W. H. Binnian and Secre- 
tary Joseph T. Fanning the appointment of 
a committee to consider the details of the 
new organization has been intrusted, and 
these gentlemen are now hard at work on 
the subject. Already it is said the question 
of mill valuations, the stumbling block 
upon which so many organizations in the 
trade have come to grief, is assuming for- 
midable proportions.

AMERICAN PAPER HELO UP. 


THE LONDON CUSTO/IS AUTHORI- 
TIES SUSPECT SMUGGLING. 


They innocently Suggest Boring the 
Paper Rolls to Satisfy Themselves 
that the Centres Are Not Composed 
of Tobacco. 


The London custom house is nothing if 
not amusing. It isn’t every American ex- 
porter, or every English importer, either, 
for that matter, who can always see the 
humor in its rulings, but it is, all the same, 
amusing. 

Sometimes the London custom house 
goes a little beyond the bounds of legiti- 
mate fun, however, and wanders into the 
territory of scurvy jokes. An instance of 
this has recently been brought to light by 
the seizure of a shipment of American pa- 
per, which the authorities at first refused 
to release until they had bored into them 
to make sure there was no Yankee tobacco 
concealed in their centres. The English 
importer protested that to bore into the 
rolls would ruin the paper. Poor man, he 
could not see the point in the customs au- 
thorities’ little joke. 

Here is the story as told in the London 
Daily Mail: A new daily paper—the Cam- 
bridge Gazette—ordered from the Condor 
agency a “Multipress” printing machine 
and some paper, and the order was sent to 
New York. The paper was late in getting 
to the steamer, so that the machinery came 
by one steamer and the paper followed by 
the next. The press was duly passed 
through the customs, but the webs of paper 
were detained by the customs authorities at 
the Albert docks. Mr. Stone, the manag- 
ing director of the Condor agency, went 
down to the docks, and was informed that 
before the customs would release the webs 
of paper they would have to bore through 
them to see that nothing contraband was 
concealed within. Mr. Stone pointed out 
that to bore the paper would ruin it, and 
after some argument the customs people 
took their “spits” and ran them down 
through the core of the webs at each end. 
But the two spits,being only 25 inches long 
each, and the webs being 60 inches long, 
there obviously remained 10 inches in the 
centre which had not been reached. The 
customs people seem to have suspected 
that the webs had been purposely con- 
structed of a length which would defy their 
“spits” to reach the centres, and that the 
centres, therefore, must be composed of to- 
bacco. They seized the paper and told Mr. 
Stone he must make formal application to 
the board of customs. 

Mr. Stone accordingly wrote to the 
board to assure them the webs contained 
nothing but paper to be converted into 
newspapers for Cambridge, and he sug- 
gested that if any suspicion remained the 
board should depute an officer from the 
customs office nearest to Cambridge to go 
to the newspaper office and watch the webs 
being converted into newspapers. The re- 


ply was as follows: 
“26 October, 1898. 
Re your application of 
25th inst.—rolls of paper ex “ Menominee,” 
removal to Cambridge. The board's order 
is, ‘Granted in charge of an officer at ap- 
plicants’ expense, and under official seals.’ 
“Your obedient servant, 
“J. Parks.” 


On receipt of this Mr. Stone went to 
point out to the customs people that the 
paper would take some six weeks to ex- 
haust, and that the cost of an officer’s fare 
to Cambridge and hotel bills for six weeks 
would be pretty expensive. But the offi- 
cials were obdurate. Nothing else would 
satisfy them. 

Mr. Stone next suggested that they 
should pick out one of the webs—the 
choice to be left to the customs, of course 
—and bore through that. He was prepared 
to submit to the ruin of one web in order 
to get the rest of the paper released. This 
suggestion was declined. “Then pitch the

whole of the paper in the river and be done 
with it,” said Mr. Stone, greatly disgusted. 

“We can’t do that,”’ replied the customs 

“It is not our business.” Mr. Stone’s com- 
pany should be well known as a trading 
concern to the customs, for it receives from 
two to sixty cases on every steamer of the 
Atlantic Transport line; and it is regularly 
invited to subscribe to the stevedores’ re- 
gattas, the dock yards’ regattas, the dock 
laborers’ regattas, and the football and 
other clubs in connection with the docks. 

When the story as above appeared in the 
Daily Mail the ctsstom house climbed 
down at once. Mr. ‘Stone received the fol- 
lowing letter the next day: 


“Gentlemen: I am directed by the com- 
missioners of Her Majesty’s customs to 
inform you, in reply to your letter dated 
the gist ultimo, that, under the circum- 
stances represented, and as the roll of pa- 
per,in question is reported to present no 
unusual feature or ground of suspicion 
from a revenue point of view, directions 
have been given for its prompt delivery. 
I am to add that on your former request 
immediate action was also taken, and di- 
rections given, as sought, for the attend- 
ance of a customs officer at the place of 
the unrolling of the paper, that course be- 
ing, at the option of importers, allowed by 


the regulations alternatively to examina- | 


tion at the place of landing. It is suggest- 
ed that in any future similar case, if notice 
of an intended importation be given, every 
arrangement will be made for dealing with 
it with as little delay and trouble as may. be 
consistent with the safety of the revenue.

Mr. O’Brien 
has been in the employ of the Victoria 
Mills for about two years, and has been in 
general favor with his employees and asso- 
ciates. He is a man about thirty-five years 
of age, and went there from Canada, al- 
though his home is in New Jersey.

PAPER STOCK 1 STRONG. 


-| THE COMMON HA HAS ADVANCED 
OVER TEN POINTS. 


Heavy Dealings in Common and Pre- 
ferred, the Latter Advancing Over 
Four Points—Earnings Said to Be 
Big and Dividend Reported in Sight. 








The stock of the International Paper 
Company developed considerable strength 
on the floor of the Stock Exchange this 
week. 

Up to Thursday’s close the dealings in 
the common stock were very heavy, being 
41,194 shares. From 53 on last Saturday 
the stock had advanced to 63% on Thurs- 
day. The preferred stock also shared in 
the advance, having moved upward from 
89% to 93% in the same length of time. 
The dealings in the preferred stock 
amounted to 6,036 shares up to Thursday’s 
close. 

There were many reasons assigned for 
the general bullish feeling on the subject 
of International Paper. One was that the 
earnings of the company had made it pos- 
sible to declare a handsome dividend on 
the common stock, and that one was likely 
to be paid. 

A gentleman in close touch with the In- 
ternational Paper Company’s affairs said to 
a reporter of Tue Paper TRADE JOURNAL: 
“The company has been making money, 
and could easily pay an 8 or 10 per cent. 
dividend on the common stock if it 
wished.” 

The demand for news having freshened 
considerably, the International Paper Com- 
pany is said to be in much better shape 
than at any time since its formation. Some 
time ago it had several machines shut down 
and quite a little paper piled up. Now all 
its machines are running and the surplus 
product has been disposed of through sev- 
eral new outlets, which promise to take 
care of similar accumulations in the future.

Tue officials in the English customs ser- 
vice who have to do with paper shipments 
do not appear to be a particularly brilliant 
set of fellows. Several years ago, in their 
investigation into the true inwardness of 
an American roll of news paper, in a 
search for tobacco and liquor, they pro- 
posed to unwind the paper on the dock. 
Fortunately they were dissuaded from this 
silly performance, but the lesson appears 
to have been wholly lost. Recently a ship- 
ment of American news paper was deemed 
suspicious, looking at it from the point of 
view of an official engaged in searching for 
contraband goods, and in order to settle 
the question the customs people first pene- 


trated a core with their “spits,” but as the

roll was 60 inches wide, there was left a 


10-inch space into which the “spits” could 


not penetrate. This, of course, was taken 
to be a sure indication of the existence of 
a place wherein tobacco and rum could be 
secreted, so it was next proposed to bore 
holes through the paper in every roll. The

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He suggested that he was willing to have 
one roll slaughtered in order to provide a 
holiday for the customs officers, and when 
they insisted on perforating all the rolls he 
told them to pitch the paper into the river.

This was agreed to, it being stipulated that 
all the expenses of that officer during his 
guardianship of the paper should be borne 
by the owner of the paper. As it would 
take six weeks to consume the stock, and 
as the official would have to remain that 
length of time to see all the rolls unwound, 
the paper man declined the proposition. 
The utter absurdity and stupidity of the 
customs people it is difficult to understand, 
and it is too much to hope that the settle-

As one recalls the history of the straw 
board branch of the paper trade he is ir- 
resistibly led to the conclusion that a man 
engaged in that branch takes to a combi- 
nation about as naturally as a duck takes 
to water. There have been combinations 
without end, some of them large and 
some of them small, and nearly all of them 
have come to an unsuccessful end. Pos- 
sibly each of them has fulfilled its mission, 
but it is feared that none of them has 
wholly come up to the expectations of its 
projectors. And now there is another one 
in course of formation. It is to take the 
form of a corporation, with large capital 
stock, and is intended, so it is said, to be 
primarily for the benefit of the “independ- 
ents” or “outsiders,” as they have been 
variously called. It is not yet a creature of 
life, but it is hoped that it soon will be. 
The hope even reaches out further and 
grasps at the idea that it may be a thing of 
beauty and a joy forever. It may be the 
former, but if it is like its predecessors it 
will not reach the “forever” of its exist- 


ence. 








OrFIciAL documents are usually re- 
garded as being of the dry-as-dust order, 
yet some interesting and valuable informa- 
tion may sometimes be extracted from 
them.

with the paper trade, so that the figures are 
really of no value. It is useless to inform 
the public that the unions in the printing, 
etc., trades (including the paper trade) had 
a total expenditure of £54,229 in 1896, and 
that the total.funds in their hands at the 
end of the same year amounted to £106,167. 
What those connected with the paper trade 
would like to know is what proportion of 
these amounts should be credited to the pa- 
Such a system of mixing 
up things is worse than useless; trades 
should be treated individually. The only

to derive any satisfactory information is 
that showing the membership of the paper 
and vellum making, paper staining, etc., 
unions, and we reproduce its essential por- 
tions, inasmuch as there are in the United 
States Great 
Britain who will find pleasure in reading 
them. We find that the Original Society 
of Paper Makers, formed about the year 
1800, with branches in twenty-two mills, 
had a membership in 1806 of 600, against 
654 in 1892. The London Paper Stainers’ 
Benevolent Society and Trade Union 


(formed in 1861, one branch) had 87 mem- 


many paper makers from 





bers in 1896, against 122 in 1892. The 
United Vellum and Parchment Makers of 
Great Britain (formed in 1872, one branch) 
had 83 members in 1896, against 78 in 1892. 
The United Brotherhood of Paper Makers 
(formed in 1878), which had a membership 
of 273 in 1892, combined in 1894 with the 
Modern Society of Paper Makers (305 
members in 1892) to form the Amalgam- 
ated Society of Paper Makers (onebranch), 
which at the end of 1896 had 805 members. 
The National Union of Paper Mill Workers 
of Great Britain and Ireland (formed in 
1890, thirty-one branches) contained 1,292 
members in 1896, as compared with 1,657 
in 1892. The Amalgamated Society of Ma- 
chine Paper Stainers and Colour Mixers 
of Great Britain (a long drawn-out title, 
but then our British friends are addicted 
to that sort of thing), formed in 1891 (four 
branches), had 141 members in 1806, 
against 152 in 1892. The Amalgamated 
Union of Box Makers and Stationery Cut- 
ters was established in 1892 (one branch) 
and at the cnd of 1896 had 104 members, as 
compared with 128 at its formation. The 
figures showing the membership in 18906 
give a total of 3,112. Of the 1,292 mem- 
bers of the National Union of Paper Mill 
Workers of Great Britain and Ireland 109 
were females, as were 73 of the 104 mem- 
bers of the Amalgamated Union of Box 
Makers and Stationery Cuters. The Na- 
tional Union had an income of £825. (an 
average of 12s. 954d. per member) in 1806, 
and an expenditure of £698, the balance in 
hand being £509, the sum of £382 being 
brought forward from 1895. The average 
amount of “unemployed benefit” per mem- 
ber paid by this society was 2s. 934d. in 
1896; the highest rate paid was 9s. 4d., in 
1893.

One of these papers finds 
fault with us for being satisfied with a pro- 
tective tariff, and cake whether American 
paper manufacturers have so little faith in 
their product that they are afraid to go on 
a free trade basis and throw American 
markets open to the competition of the 
world. The facts in the case answer the 
question completely. Under our present 
system our domestic trade has developed 
wonderfully. In fact, it has grown so much 
that we are now exporting paper, as our 
English brethren know, and this is the 
point at which their shoes pinch. We are 
certainly satisfied with present methods; 
they have brought good results, and until 
we are shown something better we pro- 
pose to stick to them. As to the quality 
of American mill product, it seems to be 
of so good a character as to induce Eng- 
lish buyers to take it in preference to their 
home article. 


In reply to this the “Doctor” says: 

Much of this is sheer nonsense. The 
Americans say that they are now export- 
ing paper. So they are, because they are 
short of cash at home. And to get cash 
they will not object to undersell, and at the 
expense of the trade of the country they go 
to for ready money. Our paper buyers

per is purchased here simply because it is 
American. As a matter of fact—and facts

A Question of Damages. 





A conference of considerable length was 
held November 9 between the members of 
the Executive Board, Rochester, N. Y., 
and Corporation Counsel Kinney, and the 
attorneys for Anna B. Neal,. Honeoye 
Falls, in relation to the injunction secured 
by Mrs. Neal, whereby the city, in the 
event of its failure to settle a water right 
damage claim brought by Mrs. Neal on or 
before December 23, can be restrained 
from further operating its Hemlock Lake 
conduit system. 

It will be recalled that Mrs. Neal, who 
is the owner of a straw board and pulp 
mill on Honeoye Creek, brought an action 
against the city to recover damages be- 
cause of the depletion of the flow of water 
in the creek, the litigation being carried 
through the various courts to the Court of 
Appeals, which rendered a decision in Mrs. 
Neal’s favor, and enabled her to secure the 
injunction. In her action the plaintiff did 
not contend that her damages was the re- 
sult of the inability to operate the plant by 
water power, but that water was neces- 
sary to the proper preparation of the pulp. 

As soon as the injunction was secured, 
the Executive Board made an effort to ef- 
fect a settlement of the case, but was un- 
able to reach an agreement regarding the 
amount of damages. A visit to the plant 
by the board members left them almost as 
much in the dark as ever, for the reason 
that they were unable to determine the 
value of the machinery or to ascertain by 
casual inspection the amount of business 
done, and the matter was finally intrusted 
to Commissioner Johnston to obtain all 
possible information. .It was planned at 
one time to send a committee of expert 
machinists to inspect the plant, but as there 
were other features in connection with the 
matter which were of more importance in 
determining the extent of the damages, 
this procedure was dropped, and for sev- 
eral weeks past Commissioner Johnston 
has been busy in obtaining statements 
from Mrs. Neal’s agents regarding the 
amount of business done by the mill, its 
value, resulting profit or loss, etc. 

The attorneys for Mrs. Neal finally of- 
fered to accept $20,000, but this was con- 
sidered too much by the, board members, 
who sought the advice of the corporation 
counsel. The corporation counsel advised 
that a commission be appointed and the 
above conference was for the purpose of 
tal..ing the matter over again. The meet- 
ing was a secret one. The commission 
must either. be appointed or an agreement

Henry Varnum Butter. 

Henry Varnum Butler died of cerebral 
apoplexy at his home in Paterson, N. J., 
on November 11, aged fifty-six years.

Prior to the estab- 
lishment of the Ivanhoe mill, Mr. Butler, 
Sr., made paper at what was known as the 
Passaic mill, in the same city, the Ivanhoe 
being built in 1850. 

In 1868 the firm of Henry V. Butler & 
Son was organized, and carried on a paper 
commission business in this city. When 
Mr. Butler, Sr., died, the son continued 
the manufacturing business, but after 
many changes the plant was finally shut 
down some years ago. 

Mr. Butler is survived by a widow and 
three children. Mrs. Butler is a daughter 
of the late Justice Joseph P. Bradley, of 
the United States Supreme Court. Their 
son is an ensign in the navy, and is now 
with Admiral Dewey. One of her 


daughters is the wife of a son of Rear Ad- 


miral Gherardi, and the other daughter is 
at home. 





Peter C. CAMPBELL. 

Peter C. Campbell, who recently became 
connected with the paper mill at Comp- 
ton, Cal., was killed at Los Angeles, Cal., 
recently, while attempting to board a mov- 
ing train. He lost his footing, was 
dragged under the cars, and died within an 
hour. 

He leaves a widow and five children. 





Ropert McEwan. 

Robert McEwan, a retired paper manu- 
facturer, of Whippany, N. J., died sudden- 
ly of heart disease on November 7. Mr. 
McEwan was an expert paper maker and 
mechanic. He was the originator of paper 
pails and one of the first to make air-dried 
straw boards in the United States. He 
was born in Scotland sixty-nine years ago. 
He spent seven years in Scotland in the 
making of paper by hand. He came to 
America about twenty-one years ago. He 
first engaged in paper manufacturing at 
Windsor Locks, Conn., and later estab- 
lished himself at Bloomfield, N. J. He re- 
tired about nine years ago. He leaves a 
widow, two daughters and seven sons. Of 
the latter R. B. McEwan, R. W. McEwan 
and J. L. McEwan are well known to the 
trade, because of their connection with the 
house of the McEwan Brothers Company, 
with mills at Whippany, N. J. The elder 
McEwan was very proud of his boys. 

Deceased was stricken down by heart 
failure and died within eleven minute: 
from the time he felt the attack coming 
on. His funeral was largely attended, for 
he was well known and liked by all the in- 
habitants of the country round about his 
home.

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AMONG THE MILLS.

NEw YorK City, November 17, 1898. 

Only one more week to “turkey-time,” 
as Thanksgiving Day used to be called in 
a mill where I used to chase a monkey- 
wrench, thirty years ago. And “turkey- 

me” meant something then, for the “old 

n” bought a crate of turkeys as sure as 
he month came around, and every person 
who had a family, or represented a family, 
was presented with a good bird. It didn’t 
cost much, and the men appreciated it. 

Mention was made last week of an excel- 
lent method of saving considerable gas 
which otherwise would be wasted. It is 
an excellent field for mill chemists to work 
in during their leisure time, that they may 
find some method of utilizing the waste 
products of the sulphite digester. The or- 
dinary paper mill discharges as waste, into 
the river, a good deal of matter that has 
been bought and paid for in good hard 
dollars, and could be used if the proper 
method of saving, handling and disposing 
thereof was discovered. 

When gas was first manufactured every 
stream near a works would be polluted be- 
yond endurance with “sludge acid.” When 
legislation forbade the passing of this 
refuse into the waters of river or harbor, 
the gas, company chemists speedily discov- 
ered a method of converting sludge acid 
into by-products of greater value even 
than the gas itself! This was an exagger- 
ated case of “the tail wagging the dog,” 
and it offers brilfiant possibilities that sul- 
phite liquor: and paper mill refuse may be 
made of even more value than the paper 
itself! When-that day comes, won't the 
paper mill man flourish and wax exceed- 
ingly wealthy? No! He will cut the price 
to distance some competitor, and soon will 
be making paper at the old margin of one- 
sixteenth and one-eighth of a cent above 
actual cost! Fact, but I would like to see 
paper and pulp mill refuse put to use, all 
the same. 

I was over in Jersey the other day, and 
saw two examples strikingly in contrast 
with each other. I might call them “how 
to do it, and how not to do it.” Both 
mills in question made sheathing paper of 
pretty good quality. One mill kept one 
engine equipped for beating hard stock, 
and ground up all the strings that came 
along. Some excellent material was 
worked up in this manner, and the paper 
was strengthened up to the desired point. 
The other mill took all the strings out of 
the stock. A whipper, or arm duster, was 
used, and many of the strings used to wind 
up thereon. But a good many got through 
that machine, and were caught on a rack 
put into the beating engine. About all of 
the strings were caught in these two ways, 
and a good many hundred pounds of 
strings remained. But here the matter 
stopped, and the pine stock in those strings 
was not utilized. In fact, the whole busi- 
ness was at once dumped into the waste 
heap, and no attempt made to utilize the 
large amount of excellent stock thrown 
away. It was stated to me that it cost 
more to beat the strings into stuff than the 
stuff obtained from them would be worth! 
Hence the sending of the strings to the 
dump. 

I asked if it would not pay to sell the 
strings to some mill using that grade of 
stock, and was informed that the labor of 
drying, sorting, baling and shipping the 
strings cost more than they would sell for! 

it I noticed that the very strings thus 
dumped out were all eagerly seized by the 
dump geavenger. Therefore that stock 
must be worth something, and should sell 
for more in the mill than on the dump. I 
believe that both these fellows are wrong; 
that it ean be made profitable to work up 
strings, and that they are worth carefully 

ing when it is not desirable to use them

This method costs considerable, 
but it is a safe and lasting construction 
when once in place, and no mere touching 
of the pipes by accident will cause a short 
circuit or a shock, as often occurs when 
common wiring is thus interfered with. 

But there is a substitute method, which 
costs very little, and works quite well. I 
noticed the other day at Herkimer that 
Superintendent G. M. Dunham_ was put- 
ting it throughout the mill. This method 
consists of running a plain board, 8 or 
9 inches 
wiring is to go; 
to the under side of the board, supporting 
it from porcelain insulators in the usual 
manner. The board keeps off most of the 
moisture, forms a safe path for the wires, 
and protects them in some degree from 
belts and falling objects. If the pipes can’t 
be had, use the boards by all means.

FOX RIVER VALLEY. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 





APPLETON, Wis , November 15, 1898. 

Manufacturers report that business in 
this valley continues to be uniformly excel- 
lent in all grades with the exception of 
| news paper. Book and low-grade flat pa- 
| pers are very active, and the present de- 
mand, taken in connection with the gen- 
eral business stimulus which is anticipated 
to result from the outcome of the recent 
election, encourages manufacturers to hope 
that in the not distant future some small 
increments may be added to the prices at 
present being received. Five or ten cents 
a hundred more than current prices would 
mean a great deal to manufacturers. The 
general outlook for business is considered 
to be so good that several opportunities 
for taking long-time contracts for paper at 
present prices have been allowed to slip, 
the mills believing that the future holds 
better things in store, and preferring to 
take their chances upon the conditions of 
next spring and summer. The money 
question is believed to be thoroughly set- 
tled, and it is felt that there will speedily 
be a general moving forward all along the 
line. News paper is almost alone in fail- 
ing to participate at present in the general 
concert. Some difficulty is reported in 
disposing of product, and as a result prices 
have suffered somewhat. The loss has not 
been great, but it is appreciable. 

Quite a little shortage of pulp wood is 
being reported from some of the mills 
along the river. Quite a little wood was 
carried over two years ago, and last year, 
on this account, from twenty to thirty 
thousand cords less than the usual quantity 
was brought in. The past season has been 
more favorable than usual in the matter of 
water power for wood-grinding, and more 
has been used than common, which con- 
tributes to the present result. No fresh 
wood to any great amount can be brought 
here much before Christmas. Some bor- 
rowing is being resorted to. It is possible 
that some concerns that are using a lot of 
wood daily may be pinched somewhat be- 
fore they can replenish their supplies. 
Many men are being taken up into the 
woods, and camps are already established, 
and plenty of wood is being cut, but snow 
is needed for getting it to the railroads. 


The examination of W. W. Ormsbee, 
manager of the mill of the Western Paper 
Bag Company, at Kaukauna, charged, as 
stated last week, with using water illegally, 
resulted in the binding over of the defend- 
ant to the United States Court for trial at 
the coming term. 

The new 10-foot dryer, the largest in the 
world, for-one of the tissue machines of 
the Thilmany Paper and Pulp Mills, of 
Kaukauna, has been cast, and is now being 
turned up, inside and out, a job that takes 
about six weeks to finish. It is expected 
that the dryer will arrive at the mill in 
about two weeks. If the new dryer re- 
alizes expectations another will be con- 
structed at once for the second machine. 
It is going to be a serious problem to get 
the monster into the mill. When in posi- 
tion the top of thé-dryer will be nearly 14 
feet above the floor of the machine room. 
A large hole will have to be made in the 
stone walls of the mill in order to get the 
dryer inside. 

A new roof is being put on the boiler 
house of the mill of the Manufacturing 
Investment Company. 

The second machine of the Howard Pa- 
per Company, Menasha, was not started 
as expected last week, it being found net- 
essary to make some changes in the calen- 
ders. The work is just about completed, 
and it is expected that the machine will’ be 
started to-day or to-morrow. 

The Ashland Sulphite Fibre Company 
has just completed an extensive addition 
to its plant, and has also built two new 

acid towers.. An order has been placed by 
the company for 4 new digester 12 by 36 
feet in size, which will be set up in the mill 
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during the coming winter, and will in- 
crease the capacity of the establishment to 
18 tons a day. 

A new paper mill is also projected at 
Ashland. The Ashland Paper and Pulp 
Company has engaged O’Keefe & Orbi- 
son, mill architects of this city, to prepare 
sketches and make estimates for a two-ma- 
chine mill. 

A new ground-wood mill is projected by 
J. H. Yonkers and others, to be located 
on the Brule River, at a point about 20 
miles from Ashland. The ground-wood 
mill of George Danielson, of Neenah, 
cated on the White River, about 6 miles 
from Ashland, has come in for its share of 
benefit due to the high price of pulp at 
present prevailing. 

O’Keefe & Orbison are busily engaged 
upon their job of improving the sulphite 
department of the mill of the Combined 
Locks Paper Company. A lot of unneces- 
sary power transmission machinery, 
pumps, tanks, piping, etc., is being taken 
out, and the machinery changed about so 
that there shall increased economy in 
handling the materials in process of manu- 
facture. The screens are being altered and 
connected up in series, and a general over- 
hauling given to the department. 

A carload of domestic sulphur, amount- 
ing to about.25 tons, was brought to Ap- 
pleton last week from Utah, for one of the 
sulphite mills here, which will experiment 
with it to determine whether it will be ad- 
visable to use it instead of the foreign ar- 
ticle. The price of sulphur is 
understood to be somewhat lower than the 
imported. 

The season for hunting, both 
shooting in the North and 
shooting along the watercourses 
home, is in full swing at present, and a 
number of the paper manufacturers have 
been enjoying the sport of 
Pride came down from Tomahawk a day 
or two ago, where he attended the annual 
meeting of the Tomahawk Paper Com- 
pany, and incidentally took a day’s hunt in 
the woods.

PHILADELPHIA, November 16, 1898. 
A touch of the prosperous condition of 
affairs which nearly every one in the trade 
prophesies for December has reached the 
city. Dealers generally are quite busy, a 
few of them exceedingly so. I. N. Megar- 
gee & Co., for instance, secured this week 
a batch of large orders, which represent the 
first of the big winter orders secured in 
this city. C. M. Stoever & Co., Garrett & 
Buchanan, C. E. Garrett & Son, and many 
other houses also report good business; a 
few dealers, however, are complaining. 
From one of the oldest men in the trade 
I secured to-day a long interview touch- 
ing on the causes of the alleged ‘“demoral- 
ization” of trade conditions in this city. 
Said he: “The condition of the paper trade 
in Philadelphia is worse than in any other 
large city. I know this from actual ex- 
perience. Boston has its association and 
a spirit of friendliness is maintained among 
all in the trade; in New York there is a 
fraternal spirit among the larger houses, 
but here it is every man for himself. Just 
to-day a customer to whom I have been 
selling for years informed me that I would 
have to reduce quotations on a certain line 
of paper at least 20 per cent. He stated 
that he had gone to a certain house and 
had been offered the lower rates. ‘I don’t 
care to deal with this house,’ said he to 
me, ‘if I can get the same rates from you.’ 
The result was that I had to cut prices and 
lost, and the other house gained nothing. 
This is just a sample of what is going on 
every day. Fourteen years ago the trade 
got together and appointed a committee to 
regulate prices. We who were in it be- 
lieved that a union would improve our in- 
dividual condition. After the committee 
had reported, an agreement was-signed by 
all the larger houses, and for three months 
we had open, fair and friendly cothpeti- 
tion. Then one house in violation of its 
agreement cut the price and the result was 
that our organization had to disband. 
There have been efforts made since then 
to form another organization, but they 
have been only half-hearted. It seems that 
here in this city no one house will trust 
the others.”

IS_ IN ADVANCE OF ANY CUTTER IN USE TO-DAY. 
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EASTERN STATES. 

It is given out that B. F. Perkins & Son 
paid $3,900, or $100 less than E. B. Currier 
had paid, for the Pearl City Paper Mill, 
South Hadley Falls, Mass., and repairs. 
B. F. Perkins & Son will spend $20,000 on 
their new purchase. They will build a 
new dam and put in new machinery. The 
upper dam is to be raised several feet, and 
land has been purchased of H. B. DeWitt, 
of Cold Hill, and from C. B. Prescott, of 
Holyoke, who owns land that will be af- 
fected by the raising of the dam. The mill 
will also be extensively remodeled and new 
machinery put in to make specialties in 
light-weight papers. 

The assignees of the Richards Paper 
Company, South Gardiner, Me., are oper- 
ating the mill and working up the old 
stock, of which there was a large amount 
on hand. They are turning out 30 tons of 
sulphite a day. A reorganization is pro- 
posed some time in the future, but there 
are half a dozen suits entered against the 
company, and the affairs of Galen C. 
Moses, who was one of the owners of the 
mill, are so complicated that it is difficult 
for the assignees to close up the affairs of 
the company without delay. A_ gentle- 
man who is interested in the mill thinks 
that a paper mill will be added, which, he 
thinks, will be required to make the busi- 
ness profitable. 

The Dalton Power Company is erecting 
a big dam across the Connecticut River at 
South Lunenburgh, Vt. About fifty men 
are on the work, and have the dam about 
one-third done, having been at work on it 
five weeks. The dam is about 300 feet 
long, is being built of logs, stone and 
gravel, is 20 feet high, and will set the wa- 
ter back about 2 miles in the channel. Its 
power will be an average of about 10,000 
horse-power. A part of the force is now 
excavating for a pulp mill to be erected at 
once, with a capacity of two carloads of 
pulp daily. The design is to have the mill 
ready for operation by January 1. The 
company has contracted for a = quan- 
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tity of pulp wood, which the farmers are 
now cutting. .In the vicinity is a supply 
of lumber sufficient for a ten-years’ run of 
the mill. The future plans embrace the 
erection of a large paper mill, and the rent 
of power.to other concerns which may call 
for it. The company will have a surplus 
of 8,000 and 9,000 horse-power, and as 
much again if it builds another dam a 
mile below, which is contemplated. The 
company claims that it can develop more 
power there than it has at Lewiston, Me., 
or Lowell, Mass., and can furnish power 
for electric light companies and electric 
railroads for 50 miles around, 

The pulp mill of the Manufacturing In- 
vestment Company, Madison, Me., will 
probably start up again some time this 
month.

Charles J. Loring, Livermore Falls, Me., 
who has been in the pulp business for the 
past thirty years and has just retired. The 
committee appointed to obtain information 
found out Mr. Loring, and he went there 
to give an expert opinion. He has been 
more deeply engaged in mechanical than 
in the sulphite pulp mills, and he gave it 
as his opinion that there was not sufficient 
water power to run a mechanical mill. He 
did think that the Meduxnakik stream 
would develop sufficient water to run a sul- 
phite mill, which did not require anything 
like the power that a mechanical mill did. 
From what he had seen and from what re- 
liable parties had told him he thought a 
sulphite mill could be made a profitable in- 
vestment there, particularly in view of the 
fact that wood for the industry could be 
purchased for $3 a ton at the highest price. 
Where he was $6 a ton was paid and the 
mill was run at a profit. He advised that, 
if possible, a paper mill be started in con- 
nection with the pulp mill, as in the United 
States the present policy is to bring these 
two kindred industries together. As a re- 
sult of Mr. Loring’s visit further informa- 
tion will be secured, and the general opin- 
ion is that a mill will be started. It is quite 
possible that the town will itself take 
stock, and that a liberal ammount will also 
be taken by local men and the balance 
sought for outside. Mr. Loring strongly 
recommended the erection of a brick build- 
ing. In company with the mayor and Fred 
Moore he examined the water privilege at 
the mouth of the Meduxnakik, and after- 
ward had a drive through the adjacent 
rural districts.

ing the improvements. Fig. 2 is a per- 
spective view of the flow box. Fig. 3 is a 
plan view of the flow box. Fig. 4 is a 
longitudinal section through the apparatus 
on the line 4 4 of Fig. 1. Fig. 5 is a plan 
view with some of the parts broken away. 

The cylinder A is composed mostly of 
perforated sheet metal in cylindrical form, 
with suitable frames or flanges at the ends 
to stiffen it. It is, however, without 
spokes, and it is open at each end. The 
cylinder rests on small carrying wheels B, 
mounted in suitable bearings on a support- 
ing frame C. The shafts 6 of the rollers 
may extend from end to end of the cylin- 
der, and one of the shafts carries a pulley 
D, to which power may be applied. By 
suitable gearings both shafts may be 
driven from this pulley. In this way the 
cylinder may be made to revolve in the 
direction indicated by the arrow in Fig. 1. 
In order to stiffen or strengthen the cylin- 
der, annular ribs a may be formed on or 
secured to it at proper intervals, as indi- 
cated im Fig. 4. The cylinder is arranged 
over a receptacle E, adapted to receive the 
water which passes through the screen 
and also the fine particles of pulp that are 
carried through by the water. This re- 
ceptacle has end pieces extending up along 
the side of the cylinder and carrying rollers 
e, which bear against the end flanges a 
and prevent endwise movement. of the 
cylinder and also lateral movement there- 
of. As will be seen by a close inspection 
of Figs. 1 and 4, the bottom of the cylin- 
der is arranged above the top of the trough 
or receptacle E, and is therefore unsub- 
merged, being above the water level in the 
receptacle. 

The flow box F extends, preferably, 
from one end of the cylinder to the other. 
It is preferably arranged inside the cylin- 
der, and, as shown in the drawings, it is 
supported on brackets G, secured to the 
receptacle or box E, outside of the edges 
of the cylinder. A delivery pipe H passes 
through one end of the flow box and ex- 
tends to near the middle thereof, where it 
is provided with an elbow I that delivers 
upwardly. A partition J, arranged below 
the upper edge of the flow box and above 
the elbow I, holds down the pulp as it is 
delivered, but permits it to flow through 
openings j. (Shown clearly in Fig. 3.) 
The wet pulp passes over onto the top of 
the partition J and then out over the edge 


of the flow box and falls onto a distributer 
or spreader L, that delivers to the cylinder 
A. | 
A carrying-off trough M is arranged in 
the upper part of the cylinder above the 
flow box and is supported on brackets m, 
as indicated in Fig. 1. The trough is in- 
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clined, is imperforate, and is provided with 
a delivery pipe N at its lower end. The 
apparatus, as shown in the drawings, is 
equipped with three water spray pipes N’, 
O and P, the pipes N’ and O being ar- 


ranged inside the cylinder and the pipe P } 


outside thereof. Water is supplied to all 
of these pipes through the service pipe Q, 





and branch pipes lead from the pipe Q to 
the spray pipes, which latter preferably ex- 
tend from end to end of the cylinder. The 
pipes may be equipped with suitable valves 
to regulate the supply. Preferably there 
is also employed a steam pipe R, extending 
from end to end of the cylinder, and it is 
perforated to permit steam to impinge 
upon the cylinder and to force through it 
any material that may be lodged in the 
meshes thereof. This pipe is only occa- 
sionally used to clean the screen when 
clogged with gummy matter, etc., after 
constant use. 

The inventor does not wish to be con- 
fined to the precise manner of mounting 
the cylinder or of arranging the flow box 
and carrying-off trough. For convenience, | 
as well as for obtaining the best results, 
the flow box is arranged inside the cylin- 
der and the carrying-off trough is arranged 


above the flow box within the cylinder. 
The water that flows out from the flow 
box is usually sufficient to wash the fine 
material through the screen, and therefore 
it is not always necessary to employ spray 
pipes for supplying additional quantities 
of water for this purpose. The water sup- 


plied by the spray pipes N’ and O should | 


be in small quantities and should grt act 
to force the material through the meshes 
of the screen, but merely act to gently 
wash the fine material adhering between 
the meshes of the screen into and through 
the meshes thereof without tending to 


force the larger particles or slivers there- 


through. It is not essential that a steam 
pipe should be used to clean the cylinder, 


as the cylinder is largely self-cleaning; but | 


it is sometimes desirable to employ such 


|an additional cleaning device, and it is 


found advantageous to use it in order to 
obtain the best results. 

The operation of the apparatus is very 
simple. Briefly stated, it is as follows: The 
pulp is brought in by the pipe H and de- 
livered by the elbow I to the flow box. It 
then rises through openings j and flows 
over the partition J, and then over the 
edge of the spillway / and falls onto the 
distributer or spreader L, which delivers 
it into the interior of the cylinder while it 
is revolving in the direction indicated by 
the arrow. The fine fibres of the pulp pass 
through the perforations in the cylinder 
with the water and the slivers and coarse 
pulp stay in the cylimder, adhere to the in- 
ner surface thereof, and are carried by it 
around past the pipes N’ and O up to the 
trough M. As before stated, it is not es- 
sential that the pipes N’ and O should be 
used, inasmuch as the water that passes out 
of the flow box is usually sufficient to carry 
all the fine particles through the screen, 
and this occurs within a small area just 
at the side of or below the flow box; but 
the pipes N’ and O may be employed, if 
found necessary, to obtain the best results 
and insure perfect work. There is no 
liquid standing in the cylinder at any time, 
the liquid level being below the bottom of 
the cylinder, and the coarse particles and 
slivers which adhere to the interior of the 
cylinder are comparatively dry or only 
moist. When they reach the trough M, 
jets of water from the spray pipe P im- 
pinge against them and drive them into 
the trough, a sufficient quantity of water 
being derived from the jets to flow the 





material down the trough to its destina- 
tion, 

A machine constructed like that just de- 
scribed has been found to separate approx- 
imately 95 per cent. of all the fine particles 
of pulp from the wet pulp delivered from 
the flow box.

face thereof. On the other hand, if the 
cylinder were arranged below the liquid 
level in the receptacle below it a large sur- 
face of the cylinder would be kept con- 
stantly clogged, the cylinder would have to 
work through the liquid, and a constant 
agitation would be necessary in order to 
keep the meshes of the screen open; but 
by having the cylinder arranged above the 
liquid level, supplying the liquid thereto in 
thin sheets along its entire length, these 
objections are obviated, the cylinder is 
constantly kept clean, and the operation of 
screening is both rapid and efficient.

WATERTOWN, N. Y., November 17, 1898. 
It now looks as though the Black River 
was to be robbed of a portion of its power. 
The survey for the proposed Niagara ship 
canal from the lakes to tidewater, yia Os- 
wego, was completed last week, when Al- 
bert J. Himes, of Oswego, finished work 
on the western division, extending from 
Oswego to Herkimer, a distance of 95 
miles. Mr. Himes says: “A survey is 
row being carried on by J. Y. McClin- 
tock for a feeder to the proposed canal ex- 
tending from the Black River at Carthage 
to Fish Creek and joining the waterway at 
the summit level in the vicinity of Rome, 
where the canal will reach its highest level. 
Fifty men are now at work along the route 
making test borings to determine the na- 
ture of the soil through which it is pro- 
posed to lead the waterway.” Mr. Himes 
is at present working in Rome with twen- 
ty of his men on a map of the survey 
route. When that is done and the plars 
and estimates of cost are completed the 
board of engineers on deep waterways will 
make their final report.to Congress. This 
will take place a year from this winter. A 
party of surveyors and aids, some sixteen 
in number, with headquarters at Rodman, 
a small place near Watertown, was en- 
gaged last week in making a more exten- 
sive and exact survey of the proposed 
route for a canal through this town, to 
serve as a feeder for the contemplated 
deep waterway to connect the lakes with 
the ocean. The surveying outfit left this 
place Monday, going southward.

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WIRE-GUIDE FOR PAPER-MAK- 
ING MACHINES. 


A patent has been granted for a ‘wire- 
guide for correcting and regulating the 
travel sidewise of the making-wires of 
paper-making muachines. 

Referring to the drawings, Fig. 1 shows 
a side elevation of the parts of the paper- 
making machine to which this device is 
applied; Figs. 2 and 3 a front elevation 
and plan thereof, and Figs. 4 and 5 modi- 
fications of the construction embodying 
this invention. 

Referring to Figs. 1, 2, and 3 of the 
drawings, I represents part of the making- 
wire of a paper-making machine, support- 
ed upon the roller 2, having a journal 3, 
turning in a bearing 4,supported on a slide 
17, said roller 2 supporting and guiding 
the making-wire. Upon the end of the 
journal 3 is a crank 5, which may be made 
adjustable in length of stroke. The crank 
5 works in'a slotted lever 6, as shown in 
Figs. 1,° 2, and 3, turning or oscillating 
upon the fulcrum 7, attached to the slide 
17 on the guide 8 on a frame 8’ of the ma- 
chine. 

To the arm 9 of the lever 6 is attached a 








double paw! 10, having one arm 11 hooked 
and the other arm 12 straight, which alter- 
nately engage in ratchet-teeth upon oppo- 
site sides of the wheel 12’ secured 
upon and turning a nut 13 upon the screw 
14, which moves by means of the cheek- 
pieces 15, fitted to bear upon the opposite 
ends of the nut 13 and secured to the slide 
17, supporting the bearing 4, so that the 
engagement of the pawls 11 and 12 upon 
either side of the ratchet-wheel turns it in 
one or the other direction, as the pawl 
may be engaged. The engagement and 
disengagement of the pawl is controlled 
by the rod 18, connected with an angle- 
lever 19, one arm of which is pivotally 
connected at 20 with a bar 21, having 
gauges or guides 22 and 23, by which the 
making-wire 1 passes, so that when the 
making-wire 1 presses against the guide 
22 the hooked pawl 11 engages the ratchet, 
and when the guide 23 presses upon the

edge of the making-wire 1 the straight 
pawl 12 engages the ratchet, and by turn- 
ing the nut alternately in one directign 
and the other, so as to automatically ad- 
just the roller 2 in the direction of its axial 
line of support, by moving the slide 17 and 
bearing 4, as to always lead the making- 
wire in the proper direction. 

In machines of this character as previ- 
ously constructed the attachment of the 
pawl has been directly to the crank-pin, 
and in slow-running machines these were 
satisfactory for the manufacture of paper 
and answered the purposes measurably 
well; but with the demands for an in- 
creased output from paper-making plants, 
rendered possible by other improvements 
in the machines and imperative by compe- 
tition, the lateral oscillation incident to the 
motion of the crank rendered proper en- 
gagement of the pawls with the ratchet- 
wheels irregular and uncertain. This has 
been cured in this device by interposing 
a guide consisting, as shown in Figs. 1, 2, 
and 3, of the pivotally supported lever 6, 
to which the pendulously supported double 
pawl is attached, and moves the upper end 
of the pawl in an arc of long radius, or, 
as shown in Figs. 4 and 5, a right-lined 
guide 20 is substituted, and, as shown in 
Fig. 4, a slotted bar is applied, or, as in 
Fig. 5, a connecting-rod 22’ is ap- 
plied to the crank 5, so that the engage- 
ment and disengagement of the double 
pawl occurs upon either side and alter- 
nately of the ratchet-wheels upon the nut, 
which is independent of and not affected 
by oscillation or vibration of the crank in 
horizontal direction.

REVOLVING PULP SCREEN. 


A patent has been granted to Herman 
L. Kutter, Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario, Can- 
ada, for an improvement in revolving 
screens for paper pulp, which he describes 
as follows: 

In the drawings, Fig. 1 shows a vertical 
cross section. Fig. 2 shows a vertical 
longitudinal section. Fig. 3 is a plan view, 
in which a part of the screen is shown as 
broken away. 

A indicates the supporting framework, 
within which is a semicylindrical vat B, 
provided at each end with bearings 1, in 
which are supported the necks or hollow 
journals 6 7 of the screen 2. This screen 2 
is oval or elliptical in cross section, as 











hereinafter described. As the screen re- 
volves it presents first its long axis to the 
vertical and then its short axis, so that 
there is a constant change of position of 
the screen wall with reference to the wall 
of the vat, and the rotation of the screen 
produces a rise and fall of the, liquid on 
the outside of the screen, the amount of 
the rise and fall depending on the grade

of the pulp, the quantity of pulp flowing 
into the vat, and whether the fibres give 
ing the nut alternately in one direction 
screen is crowded’ the less variation there 
is in the level, as the liquid on the outside 
of the screen rises near to the top of the 
vat, while the liquid on the inside never 
reaches above the centre of the shaft. As 
the liquid in the vat at one side of the 
screen rises it falls on the other side with 
a wave-like motion. The liquid on the in- 
side remains nearly quiet. . There is thus 
a constant stirring of the pulp material on 
the outside of the screen as it revolves, 
and this tends constantly to wash away 
from the screen any adhering slivers that 
would otherwise attach themselves to it 
and stop up the perforations. Moreover, 
the pulsations press the fibre through the 
strainer with a force additional to the mere 
difference in levels. 

4 indicates the central spider by which 
the shaft 3 is attached to the barrel of the 
screen. This relieves the stuffing boxes of 
the largest part. of the weight of the 
strainer and combines the advantage of a 
through shaft with open strainer ends and 
allows the placing of a shower pipe at the 
inside of the strainer. 

6 and 7 indicate the end supports of the 
screen, and they rest in suitable stuffing 
boxes 1. These end supports are hollow 
journals without spiders and afford a pas- 
sage way for the pulp. 

When the strainer is in action, the pulp 
passes from the feed tank through the 
feed-spout 8 into the vat on the outside of 
the screen, is strained through to the in- 
side of the screen, and delivered from the 
inside through the hollow journals 6 7 
into the outflow-trough 11. 

The end bearings for the shaft 3 are en- 
tirely outside of and disconnected from 
the vat and are above the normal level of 
the liquid in the vat. 

Into each end of the screen, through the 
hollow journal at the end, is inserted a 
spray pipe 13. There are two of these 
spray pipes, one leading into each end and 
reaching to the central spider 4. Each pipe 
is provided along its upper side with spray
